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International lawyers 
condemn Iran’s trials 

PARIS, April 9 (R)--An international group of lawyers just back 
from Iran today condemned the secret trial and rapid execution of 
former Iranian Prime Minister Amir Abbas Hoveyda and said such 
hearings continued “because there is no central authority in Iran and 
the government does not control what the revolutionary committees 
do.” 

The group, which, included lawyers from France, Morocco and 
Benin, visited Tehran at the invitation of the Iranian human rights 
movement and the new Islamic revolutionary government. 

Delegation leader Nuri Albala, a member of the French Associ- 
ation of Democratic Lawyers, told reporters he had evidence that 
1,329 prisoners were in Qasr Prison. 

Mr. Albala added that, although he had no accurate figures for the 
number of political prisoners in Iran, all the indications pointed to a 
figure of between 2,500 and 3,000. 

Another member of the group, Abderahmane Youssouffi, a 
Moroccan from the Union of Arab Lawyers, said today committees 
had been set up to purge Tehran university staff of supporters and 
agents of the former government. 

*■ University teachers told us that about 30 out of 2, 1 00 teachers at 
Tehran University had been fired," Mr. Youssouffi said. 

Rober Dossou, the head of the Law Faculty at Cotonou University 
in Benin, said Ir anian religious leader Ayatollah Ruhollah Khomeini 
bad told the group that there was no need to tty former top officials in 
the Shah's regime. 

"We only need to identify them and execute them, as the Italian 
partisans did with Mussolini at the end of World War Two", he 
quoted Ayatollah Khomeini as saying.

Nine more officials executed in Iran 


TEHRAN, April 9 (R)-Nine 
more officials who served under 
the Shah of Iran were shot by fir- 
ing squad early today. The execu- 
tions brought to 24 the number to 
die since government regulations 
sanctioning the death penalty for 
political crimes were introduced 
last Thursday, 

As the swift, secret revolutio- 
nary trials continued, the pro- 
visional government denied that 
Justice Minister Assadollah 
Mobasheri had resigned in protest 
against the executions. 

The Teluan revolutionary 
court, a small room containing 
only wooden chairs and school 
desks in the capital's Qasr Prison, 
tried four of the nine people 
executed early today. 

They were former Air Force 
Chief Gen. Amir Hussein Rabfi, 
Army General Ali Mohammad 
Khajeh Nuri, ex-Labour Minister 
Manoucbehr Azmoin and a 
former police officer named as 
Mr. Balali. 

The national "Voice of the 
Islamic Republic" radio said the 
revolutionary court had con- 
fiscated the property of Gen. Rab- 
fi and Mr. Azmoin. 

The radio said two army officers 
and two agents of the Shah's 
former Savak secret police went 
before the firing squad early today 
in the southern town of Bebbahan. 
near the Gulf. And an army col- 
onel, also a member of Savak. was 
executed after a revolutionary 


trial in Gachsaran. also in the oil- 
fields area near the Gulf, it added. 

The Tehran city coroner roday 
denied rumours that the body of 
Mr. Hoveyda had disappeared or 
been taken from the capital's main 
mortuary. He said the body was 


still there and that none of the 
former premier's relatives had 
claimed it. 

Mortuary officials told repor- 
ters last night the body had been 
taken away, but declined to say 
where or by whom. 


Four western newsmen 
executed in Uganda? 

NAIROBI, April 9 tAP)-The Ugandan foreign ministry said Mon- 
day that four foreigners had been -cuprured acd shot dead in • 
Uganda, apparently confirming reports that four western jour- 
nalists had been executed. The Ugandan statement issued in Kam- 
pala said: "Four foreign mercenaries, uniformed and armed, have 
been shot dead after coming into Uganda in a boat over Lake 
Victoria." 

The announcement came the day after reports that two Swedish 
and two German journalists had been captured and executed in 
eastern Kampala alto* trying to sneak into Uganda by boat from 
Kenya. 

The four missing journalists were Kart Bergman of Svens ka 
Dagbladet, Arne Lemberg of Expressen, Wolfgang Stiens of Stern 
magazine and Hans Bollinger of the French photo agency Gamma. 

Colleagues said the four had hired a boat to smuggle them into 
Uganda last Thursday by crossing over Lake Victoria. 

Reports reaching Nairobi said the four were captured shortly 
after landing near the Ugandan capital of Kampala on Friday. 

They were reportedly taken to a nearby police station, inter- 
rogated and shot. 

Bollinger had been held in a Kampala jail for four days two 
weeks ago after flying into the Ugandan capital. He was freed that 
time through diplomatic efforts. 

The two Swedes had also foiled in a previous attempt to enter the 
country. They had been turned back by Ugandan authorities last 
week after trying to drive into the country from Kenya. 


Amin forces fight back 


NAIROBL April 9 (R)-Troops 
loyal to President Idi Amin were 
reported fighting back with new 
strength today against invading 
Tanzanians and Ugandan rebels in 
the southern suburbs of Kampala. 

Residents said more troops and 
armoured cars were moving 
through the Ugandan capital than 
had been seen since army units 
mutinied and disbanded several 
weeks ago in the face of the inva- 
sion.

ISLAMABAD, April 9 
(R)— Pakistan today denied alleg- 
ations by Afghanistan yesterday 
that Pakistani troops wearing 
Afghan uniforms had attacked 
four police posts in Paktia pro- 
vince, killing seven soldiers. 

A foreign office spokesman said 
die Kabul Radio report was false 
and baseless. Pakistan had been 
adhering to a polity of strict non- 
intervention, he said. 

The radio report said that heavy 
casualties had been inflicted on 
the Pakistani forces, which had 
been driven back across the bor- 
der.

Commerce Minister Moha- 
med Bakhit warned over Uganda 
Radio that people who did not go 
back to their shops and houses in 
the capital within two days could 
find them allocated to other resi- 
dents. People who have stayed in 
Kampala say there has been little 
food and virtually no fuel for sev- 
eral days.

Egypt, Israel engage 
in first open dispute 

OCCUPIED JERUSALEM, April 9 (Agencies)— Israel sent messages to U.S. and Egy- 
ptian leaders today following remarks by government officials in Cairo which were regarded 
here as a violation of the Egyptian- Israeli peace treaty signed only two weeks ago. 


A foreign ministry spokesman 
said tonight that Foreign Minister 
Moshe Dayan had sent a letter to 
U.S. Secretary of State Cyrus 
Vance concerning remarks attri- 
buted to Egyptian Prime Minister 
Mustapha Khalil. 

Dr. Khalil told a parliamentary' 
committee on Saturday that a 
Syrian attempt to recover the 
Golan heights would be con- 
sidered by Egypt as an an of 
defeoce. 

The foreign ministry spokes- 
man said a copy of the letter was 
also sent by Prime Minister 
Menachem Begin to Egyptian 
President Anwar Sadat. A per- 
sonal message was included in Mr. 
Begin’ s letter, the spokesman 
added. 

The peace treaty itself is 
expected to be put to the Egyptian 
people on Sunday in a referendum 
likely to produce a massive “ves" 
vote, sources in Cairo said today. 

Neither the referendum nor the 
date have been announced. But 
the semi-official newspaper AI 
Ahram said President Anwar 
Sadat would make the announce- 
ment in a speech on Wednesday 
and well-informed sources said he 
would name Sunday as the voting 
day. 

Israeli Defence Minister Ezer 
Weizman arrives on Sunday for 
talks with his Egyptian coun- 
terpart. Lt. Gen. Kamal Hassan 
Ali. 

The sources said documents 
ratifying the treaty, expected to be 
endorsed overwhelmingly by par- 
liament today or tomorrow, would 
probably be exchanged on April 
17, the day after the referendum 
results are known. 

Constitutionally, no further 
steps are required once par- 
liament ratifies the treaty. But the 
sources said the referendum 
would be held to show the rest of 
the Arab world that Egypt's popu- 
lation of 40 million was firmly 
behind the pact with Israel. 


Parliamentary opposition to the 
treaty is minimal--about 13 out of 
360 members— and in the referen- 
dum more than 90 per cent of the 
votes are expected to be in favour. 

Despite support in Egypt for the 
treaty, there was irritation over an 
Israeli- American memorandum 
in which the U.S. pledged to take 
diplomatic, economic and military 
measures against Egypt if it vio- 
lated or threatened to violate the 
treaty. 

Prime Minister Khalil has asked 
parliament to reject the Israeli- 
U.S. memorandum, which is not 
part of the treaty package. He told 
a parliamentary committee yes- 
terday: “America has no right to 
do this and we consider it nuD and 
void. We have rejected this in the 
name of the government and 1 am 
asking the assembly to reject it as 
well." 

U.S. Assistant Seeretaiy of 
Defence David McGiffert arrived 
today and held a 90-minute ses- 
sion with his Egyptian coun- 
terpart, Gen. Kamal Hassan Ali. 

A spokesman for the Egyptian 
side said the talks dealt with 
Egypt's needs for American arms. 

Official sources said the two 
sides agreed that an Egyptian 
military delegation would go to 
Washington later this month to 
continue the talks. 

Meanwhile, the Egyptian Third 
Army today carried out an air and 
ground military exercise using live 
ammunition along the Cairo-Suez 
desert road, an Egyptian defence 
ministry statement said. 

TTie statement said tanks, artil- 
lery, war planes and a large 
number of troops took part. 

The Egyptian Chief of Staff 
Maj. Gen. Ahmed Badawi and vis- 
iting Zaire and Sudanese military 
delegations watched the man- 
oeuvres. the statement said. 

The purpose of the manoeuvres 
was not specified but informed 
sources said it was apparently 
intended to show Egypt" s ability to 


face any threats from its Arab cri- 
tics. mainly the Libyan Jama- 
hiriyah, which the sources said 
have massed troops along the bor- 
der with Egypt. 


Jordan lodges 
U.N. complaint 
about three-week 
curfew In Halhul 

UNITED NATIONS, April 9 
(R)— Jordan today complained to 
Secretary-General Kurt Wal- 
dheim about a three-week-long 
curfew imposed by Israel on the 
West Bank town of Halhul. 

Jordanian U.N. Representative 
Hazem Nuseibeh, in his letter, said 
the recently-lifted curlew resulted 
in depletion of the town’s reserves 
of water, medicines and food- 
stuffs. 

He said relatives of the citizens 
of Halh ul living in Amman had 
sent a petition to the Jordanian 
government expressing their 
“very deep concern over the 
Israeli occupation authorities’ 
repeated threats of even more 
drastic, collective punitive 
action.” 

Dr. Nuseibeh said the situation 
arose after the inhabitants staged a 
demonstration to protest a gainst 
attacks which he stated had been 
carried out against them by 
“Israeli colonisers” in the nearby 
settlement of Kiryat Arba, “aided 
and abetted by the forces of the 
occupation authorities.”

THERE HAS NEVER been any shortage of evidence 
coming out of Israel to give us genuine pause as to the true 
intentions of the Israelis, whatever is written on pieces of 
paper signed in Washington, as the coming epoch of Middle 
East “peace” unfolds. 

A most interesting example is the terrific flap now 
going -on in Israel over exactly what official sanction and 
encouragement the fanatical Gush Emunim zealots have 
received in their campaign to build 10 new settlements in 
the West Bank during the Passover period. 

Gushing with religious fervour, the Gushites aver that 
they never had any intention of laying actual foundations 
for the settlements -- which the Israeli military authorities 
have expressly forbidden them to do — but that they only 
wanted to have a day out in the countryside to “make a 
covenant with the place where they will make their homes 
and raise their children." A Gush spokesman strongly 
objected to the fact that the government has authorised 
them only to conduct “outings” in the areas concerned, and 
not to make speeches or raise flags or lay cornerstones. 

These occurrences would be mildly amusing were it 
not for the fact that it was from the government originally, 
at least from the hard-line transport minister, Mr. Landau, 
that the original announcement came that 10 new set- 
tlements would be set up during Passover in “Judea and 
Samaria.” And that another cabinet minister had agreed to 
the planned cornerstone-laying. In other words, this was to 
be no picnic. 

So what now? The Gushites will go ahead with their 
authorised “cross-country tour” of the properties which 
their own description makes sound like placid retirement 
communities: the police and army will keep watch to make 
sure that the “tourists" don't “take the law- into their own 
hands." The Israeli press will demand a definitive stand 
, fronvthe- cabinet.-The^hole sorry spabtttf kjwilLbe* por- 
trayed as another instance of Israeli democracy and diver- 
stocktaking its typically impassioned and en&tit£ 
ically “lawful” course. 

But the time for these charades is running out. Israel is 
having difficulty coming to terms with the terms even of the 
one-sided “peace” which it has engineered, as the case of 
the dispossessed bedouins in the Naqab illustrates. The 
coming weeks will provide further cases of seeming con- 
fusion and legalistic nitpicking. 

But through it all, the central reality must not be 
allowed to be obscured: that the Israelis will use any tricks 
and devices at their disposal to impose their vision of a 
“Greater Israel” in the occupied territories and beyond, 
and, in the meantime, to subvert and despoil the natural 
and human resources of those territories to meet the long- 
term requirements on that mad vision. We urge our readers 
to watch these columns this week for hard evidence of that. 


ARAB PRESS COMMENTARY 

AL RAT MONDAY notes that President Sadat will deliver a 
speech on Wednesday on the occasion of the ratification of the 
Egyptian-Israeli treaty by the People' s Assembly in Cairo. 

Sarcastically describing the procedure as “one hundred per 
cent democratic — judging by the standards of the ruling Egyptian 
regime” -- the paper wonders how Sadat “allows himself to stick 
to the outward accoutrements of democracy at a time his 
•administration is practising the ugliest forms of intellectual and 
physical terrorism against his opponents." 

The paper say’s that “in his latest speech, Sadat set a new 
record in slinging mud at the Arabs; in his coming speech, how- 
ever, he will set another new record in deforming democracy and 
changing it into some kind of terroristic dictatorship.” 

“The problem with the Egyptian president is that he isttying 
to be a unique character in the history of Egypt; and we are 
prepared to testify that he is such a person, provided he spares us 
what he is doing with the Palestinian land and people," the paper 
concludes. 

AL DUSTOUR says that “the ministerial committee set up by Mr. 
Sadat under (Prime Minister) Mustafa Khalil is scheduled to 
convene this week to start preparing studies on autonomy for the 
West Bank and Gaza. This meeting will precede the Israeli- 
Egyptian negotiations on this subject." 

Denylngthat Mr. Sadat had never been authorised to negoti- 
ate on behalf of the Palestinians, the paper goes on to say: “By 
signing the treaty, Sadat has aligned himself with Begin .... whose 
position is less hypocritical than that of the Egyptian president. 
Begin at least does not pretend that he represents the interests of 
the Palestinians against their own will.” Rather he is quite une- 
quivocal in his refusal to recognise the Palestinians people or 
negotiate with the PLO, A( Dustour adds. 

Describing the U.S. position as paradoxical and peculiar, the 
paper says: “While the U.S. recognises that there can be no peace 
in the Middle East without reaching a solution to the Palestinian 
problem, Washington is doing its utmost to impede such a sol- 
ution: and while it realises that such a solution ought to be accept- 
able to the PLO. it refuses to even negotiate with that organ- 
isation.” 

"The world is stunned by this contradiction in the U.S. policy 
vis-a-vis the Palestinians; it seems that Washington is too 
bewitched by the magic of Camp David to see this paradox: the 
U.S. imagines that what Sadat has done to satisfy Washington is 
typical of what all the Arabs and Palestinians will do.” 

The forthcoming meetings in Al Arcesh and Beersheba, the 
objective of which is to deride the fate of the Palestinians, are 
reminders of the Congress of ■ Vienna and similar conventions 
which used to be held by the imperialist states in the nineteenth 
century with the objective of deciding the fate of nations without 
consulting them.” 

The paper concludes by saying: “Every action calculated to 
jeopardise the rights of the Palestinians will inevitably be cor- 
rected by nations, even if it takes time. The principle of discussing 
the Palestinian cause without the consent of its legitimate owners 
is nidi and void.”

4238 work injuries last year 

AMMAN, April 9 (JNA) — Work injuries in Jordan in 1 978 totalled 
4238, compared with 4073 for 1977. These injuries came as a result 
of falling, improper handling of tools, not using protective equipment 
and lack of protective fences for machinery in several industrial 
firms. Money paid in the form of indemnities totalled JD 2 million, 
sources at the Ministry of Labour reported today. 

Czechoslovakia suggests trade meet in June * 

AMMAN, April 9 (JNA)— The Czechoslovak government has sent a 
note to the Ministry of Industry and Commerce suggesting that the 
two countries' joint follow-up committee meet in Prague during the 
Second half of June. Czechoslovakia and Jordan last June signed a 
long-term .bilateral trade agreement and formed a committee to 
follow up its implementation. 

Zarqa-Irbid electricity extension begins operation. 

AMMAN, April 9 (JNA)— The Jordan Electricity Authority today 
started operation of the 65 km. 1 32,000 volt electricity Transport line 
extended between King Hussein thermal power station in Zarqa and 
the Irbid main transformer station. The director of planning at the 
authority said that the generated electricity would meet the needs of 
Irbid govemorate for several years. 

Bulgaria suggests meeting on transport agreement 

AMMAN, April 9 (JNA) — Bulgaria yesterday suggested that teams 
from the Jordanian and Bulgarian ministries of transport hold meet- 
ings in Sofia in the second half of this month to consider an amend- 
ment to the land and transit agreement signed by the two countries 
last year. The suggestion was contained in a note received by the 
Jordanian Ministry of Transport here yesterday. Ministry sources 
said the amendment will provide for the imposition of certain fees on 
all transport operations by Jordanian and Bulgarian vehicles in the 
two countries. 

Jordanian-Yugoslav trade talks open 

AMMAN, April 9 (JNA) — Jordanian-Yugoslav talks opened here 
today for promoting economic and trade relations between the two 
countries. The talks are conducted by teams headed by Jordan's 
Minister of Industry and Commerce Dr. Nijmeddin Dajani and the 
■ Yugoslav Finance Minister Kostech Patar. The talks are exploring 
way* of increasing the volume of trade and rectifying the trade 
balance between Jordan and Yugoslavia. The two sides will also 
explore the possibility of launching joint economic ventures and will 
discuss granting Alia landing rights in Belgrade. Mr. Patar and his 
accompanying delegation who arrived here yesterday for a several- 
day visit will also extend an invitation for a Jordanian delegation to 
visit Yugoslavia to discuss cooperation between the two countries in 
exchanging scholarships for studies in science. 

Jordanian-Syrian Transport Co. to decide projects, 

budget 

DAMASCUS, April 9 (JNA) — The general assembly of the 
Jordanian-Syrian Land Transport Company holds its monthly meet- 
ing in Amman on April 1.5 underibe joint chairmanship of the Syrian 
and Jordanian ministers of transport. During the meetings, the 
assembly will debate for final approval the company's general budget 
for the current year and will endorse the company's investment 
projects to be carried out this year, the Syrian minister of transport, 
Salim Yassin, said. 

Hijaz Railway commission to award feasibility 
contract 

AMMAN, April 9 (JNA) -- The Higher Commission of the Hijaz 
Railway holds its 12th meeting here on Thursday. The meeting is 
scheduled to last for three days. The commission, made up of officials 
from the ministries of communications and transport in Saudi 
Arabia, Syria and Jordan will award an international firm a contract 
for carrying out a feasibility study on linking the three countries by 
railroad.

Taking part Fn the three-day 
meeting were delegates from Jor- 
dan, the United Arab Emirates, 
Iraq, Palestine, Kuwait, Libya and 
Morocco as well as the Council of 
Arab Economic Unity. 


U of J deans urge 
students back to class 


AMMAN, April 9 (J.T.) - The 
council of deans of the'Uhiversity 
of Jordan today issued the fol- 
lowing statement on recent dis- 
turbances at the university where 
the students have been boycotting 
classes and demonstrations have 
taken place.

$15 million IBRD loan to 
aid industry, villages

AMMAN, April 9-A $15 million 
loan from the International Bank 
for Reconstruction and Develop- 
ment is expected to be signed this 
month to assist the Jordan Elec- 
tricity Authority (JEA) in a pro- 
ject to supply power for the potash 
complex at the Dead Sea. The pro- 
ject also aims at supplying power 
for the expanding phosphate fac- 
tory in El Hasa and for the prop- 
osed cement plant in Al 
Rashadiya. besides providing 
electrification for 25 villages in an 
area, near Ghor Safi, Director of 
JEA Ali Ensour told the Jordan 
Times today. 

Mr. Ensour and Mr. Hannah 
Odeh, president of the National 
Planning Council, returned 
recently from the United States 
after negotiating the loan with 
IBRD. Jordan's ambassadc* in 
. Washington is expected to sign the 
loan this month. Ninety days later, 
assuming the Jordanian cabinet 
approves the loan, funds can be 
drawn. 

The three large industries to be 
supplied power will contribute a 
■ total of $11 million towards the 
$53 million project, scheduled for 
completion by mid 1981. Jordan 
.. will provide the additioty&funds. 
: 3 SgSrhe project calls foraying a 
moe. kilovolt overheacMShe from 
south Amman to a substation in 
Qatrana. From there, aline will be 
laid to Karak and extended on to # 
the potash complex currently 
under construction. The com-, 
pletion date for the potash com- 
plex is 1981. Another line from 
Qatrana will lead to die expanding 
phosphate plant at El Hasa and 
continue on to A 1 Rashadiya, the 
location for the proposed cement 
plant JEA has already issued ten- 
ders for the electrification project, 
but won't award any contracts 
until July or August The tenders 
include the 132 kilovolt trans- 


mission lines; the substation with 
switching gear; transformers; a 33 
kilovolt overhead line network for 
rural electrification with accom- 
panying low voltage networks; 
pole line carriers and tele- 
communications equipment 

In another project, the JEA - 
proposes to build a 300 megawatt 
thermal power plant in Aqaba that 
would be fuelled by oih The plant 
would primarily serve Aqaba and 
nearby areas, but would also link 
the region with the north. “This 
will complete the 132 kilovolt 
national grid for Jordan,” Mr. 
Ensour said. A transmission line 
would run from Aqaba and con- 
nect into the national network at 
Ai Rashadiya. The national grid in 
the north is already completed and 
is connected to Syria's electricity 
network. The entire project, 
including the power plant, will 
cost $300 million and be com- 
pleted by late 1 984 or early 1985. 

In a third project, the JEA plans 
to build a thermal power plant in 
Qatrana. It is to be fuelled by shale 
oil. The generating station would 
make use of abundant on- 
impregnated shale in that region. 
The JEA is negotiating on the pro- 
ject with a delegation of experts 
from the Soviet Union, where 
shale oil generating plants are 
wjdely__used. The ]»wer station';. 
Woujd gnerate 40$ tnegqwattsahd 1 . 
cosi at least $300 million to build. 
It should be completed by 1 987. 

JEA is also currently in the pro- 
cess of electrifying 200 villages in 
north and central Jordan, includ- 
ing suburbs of Amman. In two 
years, all the suburbs around 
Amman will be fully electrified, 
Mr. Ensour said. “We hope that 
all the villages in Jordan with 
populations of 500 or more will be 
electrified by 1 985,” he said. “ We 
are aiming to fully electrify every 
home in Jordan by the yea r 2000. 1 
’ don't think we can afford not to do 
this.” 


Agricultural engineers union to 
move its HQ to Damascus 


AMMAN, April 9 (JNA)--The 
higher council of the union- - of 
Arab agricultural engineers 
associations has decided to trans- 
fer its headquarters from Cairo to 
Damascus, the President of the 
Jordanian Agricultural Engineers 
Association, Ghassan Qarahawi, 
said here yesterday. 

Mr. Qamhawi. who returned 
from Baghdad after attending the 
council's meeting there said the 


Jordanian delegation presented a 
working paper explaining the 
agricultural conditions and the 
situation of agricultural societies 
in the occupied West -Bank and 
requested that the union extend 
help to these societies in support 
of their steadfastness.

Interjected the soft-spoken 
Salam: “Instead of producing 
babies, we create paintings. Each 
new painting is like a new offspr- 
ing and when we sell a particularly 
prized work’ it's almost like saying 
goodbye to a child." 

Salam Gcnour3 paints on glass. 
It is a difficult reverse procedure 
in which she outlines her subjects 
on the hack ol a glass, then adds 
shadows and light on the backside 
of that surface. Her work is orig- 
inal in that her subjects deal with 
Christian themes rather than 
Arabic folk motifs which the late 
Syrian painter. Subhe Tinawe. 
depicted on glass. 

The Genourjs are first cousins. 
George is the only child of a Chris- 
tian family from Latakia. He had 



served his military duty and made 
u career as a painter before he 
married Salam in May 1958. 
George's mother proudly states 
that she selected Lhe petite Salam 
as her daughter-in-law and she has 
never regretted her choice . 

Salam conies from the pic- 
turesque village of Marmariu 
near Homs. As a girL she was 
intrigued by icons, and stained 
glass windows -in her village 
church. She attempted fo copy (he 
religious motifs as well as the 
flowers and trees of her village mi 
vases she painted. 

Alter their marriage, the gentle 
bridegroom patiently taught 
Salam how to mix paints: he 
encouraged her to experiment 
with new media — on wood and 
with wool in which she wove her 
primitive motifs. 

The couple moved to Damascus 
where George could better sell his 
portraits, landscapes and still- 
lifes. He became a successful 
artist, one of a handful in Syria 
who can live by painting alone. 
When business became slow, he 
painted icons for churches in the 
area of Tartous and Latakia. 

"Sometimes when George 
became indolent and complained 
of lacking inspiration, l would 
start tu paint so that he would get 
into the mood. " Salam confessed. 

The years passed and when the 
babies did not come. George 
accepted a two-year grant in 1973 
from the High Council of 
Churches in Romania to study 
painting at the Institute of Theol- 
ogy in Bucharest. 

Pointing to a group of dark, 
desolate landscapes and portraits 
of sad-eyed children. George said: 
“1 was in Bucharest for four 
months before Salam joined 
me— these canvases reflect my 
mood without her." 


During the two yean the 
Genoura.s were in Romania. 
Salam actively assisted her hus- 
band in painting at the theological 
institute. 

“George was learning the art of 
lresco painting— this is extremely 
difficult in that the images must be 
painted rapidly, hefore the plaster 
dries." she said. “George would 
apply the plaster. I'd draw the out- 
lines of the subjects, he would fol- 
low up hv painting them." 

It was in Romania that Salam 
learned the technique of reverse 
painting tin glass and developed 
her own style of depicting icons on 
glass. 

Her works can he described as 
religious primitives. Nowadays. 


the couple receive in their 
reside nce.sludio a minimum of six 
to eight groups a week which come 
to purchase paintings. George 
tends tu sell more to foreigners: 

whereas Salam' s works are pre- 
lerred hy Syrians who sometimes 
buy up to 20 glass paintings at a 
lime. 

" We read a lot. we go together 
to the cinema, to exhibits, to carry 
out projects at the Artists’ Syn- 
dicate. and we like to go on picnics 
in the countryside," George said. 

Life is ode big “picnic to the 
Gcnnurus and if you see them at 
sunset in the Jisr area, wave, 
because they'll probahly invite 
you home to see their etchings.

Health care 
conference 


to convene 
at AUB 


BEIRUT. April V - The Faculty 1 
of Health Sciences at the Ameri- 
can University of Beirut is spon- 
soring a conference on “Human 
Resources for Technology Trans- 
fer in Primary Health Care”, to be 
held next April 16-19. Dr. Ali M. 
Fakhro. Minister of Health of 
Bahrain.

Dean, the Johns Hopkins Uni- 
versity School of Hygiene and 
Public Health, in the U.S.. Dr. 
Gabriel Rifka. Director, WHO

N’DJAMENA, Chad, April 9 (AP) - At least 10,000 
persons, mostly members of the local Moslem minor- 
ity, were murdered in the recent flareup of tribal 
violence in southern Chad, reliable missionary 
sources reported today. 


The killings — probably the 
' biggest tribal slaughter in Africa 
>ince the 1972 extermination of an 
, estimated 100,000 members of 
Burundi's Hutu tribe — resumed 
in outlying villages over the 
1 weekend following several weeks 
of calm, the sources said. 

There were no estimates of the 
number of deaths in the latest 
incidents. The violence in Chad's 
densely populated but remote 
■ southern provinces has been 
directed largely against the Mos- 
lem minority, which holds a virtual 
monocolv of the retail trade and 


rnoneviending in the area. 

Most of the population in 
southern Chad is Christian or 
Animist, although Moslems prob- 
ably form an overall majority in 
the vast landlocked nation. 

Jesuit missionary sources said a 
careful check of each mission sta- 
tion. including those in the smal- 
lest isolated villages, showed that 
4.000 to 5.000 persons were mas- 
sacred by anti-Moslem mobs in 
Moyen-Chari Province and 5.000 
:n 6.000 others in West-Logone 
Province, between late February 
and mid-March.

French Socialist Party 
said ‘deeply divided’ 


METZ. France. April 9 fRj— The 
French Socialist Party has 
emerged from a three-day con- 
gress deeph divided and with a rift 
between veteran party chief Fran- 
cois Mitterrand and yong chal- 
iencer Mr. Michel Rocard. 

Mr. Mitterrand, 62. who fought 
an unsuccessful presidential cam- 
paign against Mr. Valery Giscard 
d'Estaing five years ago. retained 
control of the party, but he will be 
forced to lead it without an overall 
majority on its governing body. 

Mr. Rccard. 4S. said that his 
supporters, representing about 21 
per ccn: of puny membership, 
would now go into opposition 
within the socialist movement. 
But he stressed from the rostrum 
that it would be a loyal, not a des- 
tructive or wrangling opposition. 

The split came when last- 
minute back-room negotiations 
on a join: policy statement broke 
down earn vesterdav. In the final 
delegates' vote. \lr.’ Mitterrand's 
policy motion won 46 97 percent 
support, and M r . Rocard's 21.25 
per cent. Mr. Rocard's ally Mr. 
Pierre Mauroy took 16.8 per cent 
and a leftist faction polied 14.96 
per cent. 

The party remains split over 
several areas of policy. Mr. 
Rocard. while supporting a 
crater. of dectorial unitv with 


the Communist Pam. urged a 
more liberal, less bureaucratic 
economic policy and a greater role 
for trade unions within a left-wing 
alliance. 

The socialists have emerged 
from recent local elections as the 
largest political force in France, 
commanding nearly 27 per cent of 
the popular vote.

Thirteen of 30 chemical-laden wagons left the trades as the 
Louisville and Nashville train crossed a tresste bridge over the 
Yellow River five kilometres from Crestview. Police said the 
chemicals being carried in the train included ammonia, acetone, 
alcohol, sulphur and carbolic add. 

They said one wagon, believed to be carrying carbolic add, 
exploded and caught fire . setting two other wagons ablaze. One of 
the other wagons carrying sulphur sent (base yellow fumes into 
the air. 

Police said authorities set up a command post about wo 
kilometres from the scene, and were venturing no closer until the 
exact nature of the fumes involved could be deiermmccL 

They said residents cooperated fiiHy with calls for evacuation 
and tight security was being provided for abandoned homes. Ten 
people were killed last year after a train carrying deadly chlorine 
gas was derailed 95 kilometres from Crestview.

Pope upholds celibacy , lifetime vows for priests 


VATICAN CITY. April 9 
t R ) — Pope John Paul told his 
priests today that they must 
remain celibate, and reminded 
those who wanted to leave their 
ministry that they had made their 
vows for life. 

In a 55-page letter addressed to 
all priests of rhe Roman Catholic 
Church, the Pontiff left little 
doubt that he would continue to 
block requests by priests to leave 
their orders. 

Since his election in October, 
the Polish-born Pontiff has 
refused to grant any dispensations 
in an attempt to stem an exodus 
which has accounted for some 
22.000 priests leaving their orders 
since 1964. 

"The priesthood cannot be 
renounced because of the dif- 
ficulties that we meet and the sac- 
rifices asked of us." the Pope said. 


The Pontiff added that the 
church was determined to main- 
tain its requirement of priestly 
celibacy-. 

"The church is resolved so pre- 
serve the tradition (of celibacy), in 
spite of ail the difficulties to which 
such fidelity could be exposed, 
and also in spite of the various 
symptons of weakness and crisis in 
individual priests." the Pontiff 
said. 

A large proportion of the 
Catholic priests who leave their 
orders do so to marry. 

The Pope reminded priests that 
they made their vows of celibacy 
freely after a long training and 
with full awareness, and added 
that they could not expect to aviod 
difficulties and temptation. 

“Finally we should add that our 
brothers and sisters have the right 
to expect from us, priests and pas- 


tors, good example and the wit- 
ness of fidelity to one’s vocation 
until death.” he said. 

The Pope, who said his letter 
was based on his personal experi- 
ence. said: “Those of you who are 
doubtful about the meaning of 
your vocation or of the value of 
your service— think of the places 
where people anxiously await a 
priest. Such places are not lacking 
.in the world.'' 

The pope, a conservative and 


tough disciplinarian, also creased 
the importance of traditional val- 
ues in the church, wh ic h has 
undergone major changes in the 
last two decades. 

“Perhaps in these recent 
years— a: least in certain 
quarters— there has been too 
much discussion about the priest- 
hood. the priest's identity, the 
value of his presence in the mod- 
ern world, and on the other hand 
there has been too little praying." 


Negotiations resume in

U.S. anti-nuclear demonstrations continue 


NEW YORK. April 9 
(Agencies l— People worried 
about the safety of nuclear power 
plants staged more demon- 
strations across the United States 
over the weekend in the con- 
tinuing reaction to the accident at 
the Three Mile Island nuclear 
power station in Pennsylvania. 

About 1.500 persons protested 
in Washington State, with another 
protest planned for today against 
Seattle City Light’s participation 
in nuclear plant construction. 

About 1.200 people marched 
through downtown Seattle on 
Saturday in a noisy but peaceful 
rally. About 300 more met the 
same day on the steps of the state 
capitol building in Olympia. 

In Harrisburg. Pennsylvania. 


near Three Mile Island, 1. 000 per- 
sons demonstrated on the capitol 
steps. "We come here not to 
praise Three Mile Island but to 
bury it." said William Vastine. 
coordinator of the anti-nuclear 
Three MiJe Island Alert. 

About 600 people gathered in a 
light drizzle at Portland. Oregon, 
yesterday to ask for permanent 
closure of the Trojan nudear 
power plant near Rainier. 

In Sacramento. California yes- 
terday. protesters opposed to the 
Rancho Seco nuclear power plant, 
a near-twin of the Three Mile 
Island plant, released 450 toy bal- 
loons dangling notes saying, “This 
could be radiation." 

Demonstrators at Crystal 
River. Florida, called on Gov- 


ernor Bob Graham yesterday to 
shut down the Crystal River nuc- 
lear power plant and to phase out 
other such plants in Florida. 


‘Most serious' accident 


Pakistan accuses U.S. 


of discrimination in 


cutting off assistance 


ISLAMABAD, April 9 I R) — Pakistan denied last night that it was 
planning to develop nudear weapons and accused the United States of 
discrimination in cutting of development aid to this country. 

The charge was lodged by the Foreign Ministry in mi angry 
reaction to the Carter administration's announcement three days ago 
that aid was being stopped because of reports that Pakistan was 
building an atomic plant capable of producing nuclear weapons-grade 
material. 

“It is categorically denied that Pakistan's peaceful programme 
has behind it the intention or purpose of developing nudear 
weapons,” the Foreign Ministry's official spokesman told a news 
conference in Islamabad. 

He said Pakistan regarded the halt in aid as an act of dis- 
crimination against it. The spokesman said that India, Israel and 
South Africa all had nuclear capability but had not been subjected to 
the same treatment by Washington. 

Some of these countries were being armed by-the United States, 
the spokesman said, adding: “On the other hand Pakistan, which has 
subjected its nuclear facilities to international inspection, is bring 
deprived of economic assistance." 

He went on: “We summarily reject as false that Pakistan is 
developing its nuclear programme with the assistance or in partner- 
ship with Libya or any other country.’* 

The spokesman told reporters he accepted the U.S. State 
Department's statement that there was no relation between the timing 
of the aid announcement and the execution of former prime minister 
Zulfikar Ali Bhutto two davs earlier. 


U.S. Energy Secretary James 
Schlesinger said yesterday that the 
accident at the Three Mile Island 
nuclear plant was the most serious 
in nudear history. 

But he said it was reassuring 
that the amount of radioactivity 
which escaped from the site was 
very- limited and that the equip- 
ment held together better than 
they had feared. 

Asked on an ABC television 
programme whether the aeddent 
had dimmed his enthusiasm for 
nudear power, Mr. Schlesinger 
said: “I don’t know that fm 
enthusiastic about nuclear power. 
1 do know that nudear power must 
be a part of our energy mix if we 
are going to get off oil.” 

Mr. Schlesinger said that for 
nudear power to be successful, 
equipment “must be handled 
properly, and procedures must be 
in place. We must have a trained 
technical working force with 
engineering depth, and we must 
have a management that under- 
stands the use of nuclear power.” 


WASHINGTON. April 9 
(R)— Trade union officials and 
employers today resume negoti- 
ations’to try to bring to an end a 
nine-day-old road haulage strike 
whose effect on the U.S. economy 
is being felt across the country. 

The government, for whom the 
dispute is a vital test of the vol- 
untary wage restraint urged by 
President Carter, could be forced 
to act soon to get lorries back on 
the roads by applying for a court 
injunction against the drivers. 

Both sides accused the gov- 
ernment last week of poisoning 
the atmosphere of the negoti- 
ations between the Teamsters 
Union, representing about 

300.000 drivers, and Trucking 
Management Incorporated, which 
negotiates for 500 large haulage 
firms. 

The negotiations were broken 
off on Friday but federal 
mediators got the two sides to 
agree to meet again today. 

The union is demanding wage 
increases about two per cent 
higher than the seven per cent 
voluntary guidelines laid down by 
President Carter, while the firms 
are offering about five per cent. 

The strike, and a lockout by the 
firms, have led to car-makers lay- 
ing off 100,000 workers. .Another 

100.000 could face the same fate 
by the end of this week. 

By then, the effects of the dis- 
pute would also be crippling other 
industries and the movement of 
vital goods, government officials 


say. 

To prevent that, the gov- 
ernment could apply for as injunc- 
tion to get the drivers back to 
work. But unions have in the past 
ignored such court orders and the 
teamsters are in defeat mood, 
smarting already from gov- 
emmentpressure to settle with the 
employers.

With its solar energy technology 
already considered second only to 
that of the U.S.. France has set up 
a special solar energy agency, 
increased its feeding of research 
and development and encouraged 
French firms to seek additional 
know-how in America. 

In the last month alone, at least 
three French firms have 
announced plans to acquire inter- 
ests in U.S. concerns specialising 
in the field. 

The government has earmarked 
S45.5 million for solar enerev 


development this year, up 14 per 
cent from 19?8. Most of this is 
managed by the new Solar 
Agency, which assists French 
firms and potential consumers, 
mostly for household heating. 

The agency has been made 
responsible for achieving the gov- 
ernment-' s target that five per cent 
of the nation’s energy require- 
ments be me; by solar energy by 
the year 2000. 

According to agency officials, 
the French effort is being 
developed in three directions: 
photoenergy technology , ther- 
modynamic solar power stations 
and the recuperation of solar 
energy from vegetation through 
combustion, fermentation and dis- 
tillation. 

Despite government incentives, 
however. French firms selling 
solar water heaters have not been 
able to penetrate the French mar- 
ket. Homeowners who decide to 
install a solar water heater on their 
roof must first obtain a building 
permiL a complicated bureauc-

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LONDON—Since fee success of 
Britain’s aptly-timed export year 
in 1977. exporters have had to 
work hard to maintain sales 
abroad under more and more dif- 
ficult circumstances. 

The two major problems now 
facing exporters are the strength 
of sterling, due mainly to North 
Sea oil production, and the size of 
wage increases, which are nearly 
double those of many other indus- 
trial nations. 

in 1977 Britain managed to 
increase the volume of exports by 
around eight per cent, but shortly 
before that the value of sterling 
had plummeted, giving exporters 
an unprecedented price advantage 
in foreign markets. 

Today, however, things are 
rather different. The volume of 
exports increased last year by only 
2.5 per cent as the economies of 
major buyer countries grew only 
slowly, and world trade as a whole 
increased by less than four per 
cent. 

Sterling is particularly strong 
against North American cur- 
rencies and this is bound to be 
reflected in export figures later in 
fee year. Companies are also 
experiencing tough competition

In Europe one need only look at 
the low inflation rate in West 
Germany, less than half that of the 
U.K-, to realise feat exporters 
cannot hope to remain com- 
petitive on price and continue to 
make profits. 

There is considerable concern 
over trade wife fee European 
community, which now accounts 
for 38 per cent of British exports, 
because of fee increasing visible 
deficit. 

To a large extent this deficit 
reflects the U.K. preference for 
Community imports, including 
food, although it is offeet by lower 
imports from elsewhere. It also 
results from faster growth in fee 
U.K. in 1978 than most EEC 
economies. , 

On the other hand, the British 
export performance —over a dif- 


ficult period of change since acces- 
sion to the EEC in 1973— has been 
fairly successful in world terms. 

In 1967 the country supplied 
more than 12 per cent of the 
world's manufactured goods, 
behind only West Germany and 
the United States, but by 1974 this 
had fallen to 8.8 per cent and both 
Japan and France had taken larger 
shares.
